District Attorney Jim Garri- 
son has written an official of.

(NAACP) he does not consider 
it illegal to display a Confeder- 
ate flag as a plate on an auto- 
mobile, 

Arthur J* Chapital Sr., urban 
program director of the NAACP, 
recently questioned whether, un- 
der Article 116 of the Louisiana 
Criminal Code, display of the 
Confederate flag on automobiles 
is desecrating that flag. 

Garrison replied, “In my con- 
sidered judgment, it would not 
be possible to obtain a lasting 
criminal conviction of any in- 
dividual displaying the Confed- 
erate flag as a plate on his auto- 
mobile.’* 

In Ms open letter to Garrison, 
Chapital was critical of the 
Louisiana Criminal Code, which 
he said ranks the Confederate 
States of America flag along 
■with flags of the United States 
of America and the State of! 
Louisiana. 

‘Ironically, according to Lou- 
isiana law, the Confederate flag, 
symbol of the South’s defiance 
during the Civil War, is pro- 
tected and respected on equal 
terms with the flag of the Unit- 
ed States,” noted Chapital. 
"Thus, it raises the grave ques- 
tion, can we serve two masters 
sincerely and with justice?” 
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
